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Boston  Students  Rage 
Against  Death  in  China 


Area  Chinese  Offer 
To  Support  Students

In  a  dramatic  outpouring  of  support  for 
the  hundreds  of  fellow  students  brutally 
killed  by  Chinese  military  forces  on 
Saturday,  Chinese  overseas  students 
vowed  on  Sunday  to  continue  the  fight  for 
democracy  in  China  and  called  for  the 
removal  of  the  government  officials  who 
sanctioned  the  massacre. 

Gathered  outside  the  Massachusetts  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology’s  Kresge 
Auditorium,  an  estimated  2,000  students 
chanted  slogans  and  carried  signs  calling 
for  the  downfall  of  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment. 

Many  wept  openly,  others  wailed  in 
despair,  as  Harvard  students  Yang  Ye 
and  Ding  Xueliang  read  Chinese  and 
English  versions  of  a  memorial  tribute  to 
the  fallen  students. 

Vowing  to  never  forget  the  night  of 
June  4,  the  students  expressed  a  mixture 
of  sadness,  anger  and  determination  to 
one  day  bring  an  end  to  the  reign  of  their 
country’s  present  leaders. 

“No  matter  what  we  do  here  we  cannot 
make  you  alive  again,”  Ding  said.  “Who 
gave  the  orders?”  he  continued.  “At 
what  time?  At  what  place?” 

“We  will  never  let  them  forget  what 
happened  in  Tiananmen  Square.  We  will 


remember  the  Tiananmen  martyrs?” 

“It  was  the  darkest  night  of  Chinese 
history,”  Ding  said.  “It  was  the 
bloodiest  night  of  modern  Chinese 
history.” 

“In  a  country  called  the  “People’s 
Republic,’  in  a  city  called  the  ‘People’s 
Capital,’  a  government,  which  the  rulers 
called  a  ‘People’s  Government,’ 
mobilized  an  army  they  called  the  ‘Peo¬ 
ple’s  Army’  to  massacre  thousands  of 
empty-handed  pro-democracy  protestors 
-  students  and  civilians  -  in  Tiananmen 
Square.  It  was  a  planned  slaughter.” 

“To  our  brothers  and  sisters  who  were 
assasinated,  your  countrymen  of  the  same 
flesh  and  blood  rally  today  in  Boston, 
thousands  and  thousands  of  miles  away 
from  you,  in  memory  of  you,  of  your 
heroic  souls  in  heaven.” 

“We  well  know  why  you  died,  but  we 
don’t  know  the  details  of  how  you  died. 
All  we  know  is  that  when  you  with  empty 
hands  tried  to  reason  with  the  soldiers, 
their  armoured  cars  rolled  over  your 
bodies,  and  you  lay  in  blood.” 

“We’ll  fight  for  what  you  gave  your 
young  lives  for.  We  will  never  forget  the 
darkest  day  in  Chinese  history.”

In  the  days  prior  to  Sunday’s  blood  at¬ 
tack  against  pro-democracy 
demonstrators  in  Beijing,  local  overseas 
Chinese  students  had  been  busy  seeking 
support  from  the  local  Chinese  communi¬ 
ty  and  holding  a  City  Hall  rally  and  a 
march  through  the  streets  of  Boston. 

The  students  sought  and  received  sup¬ 
port  -  both  moral  and  financial  -  from 
representatives  of  a  variety  of  regional 
Chinese  organizations  in  a  meeting  at  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  (CCBA), 

The  group,  which  included  represen¬ 
tatives  from  the  CCBA,  the  Greater 
Boston  Chinese  Cultural  Association,  the 
National  Association  of  Asian  American 
Professionals,  and  the  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  Americans,  among 
others,  agreed  to  form  a  committee  to  ral¬ 
ly  support  for  the  students  by  circulating 
a  petition,  seeking  financial  contributions 
in  the  Chinese  community,  and  sending  a 
letter  to  all  Massachusetts  congressmen 


urging  them  to  pass  a  resolution  stating 
their  opposition  to  the  Chinese  Govern¬ 
ment’s  use  of  violence  to  end  the  student 
protest. 

Money  collected  for  the  students  - 
which  will  be  used  to  purchase  food, 
printing  equipment,  and  other  supplies, 
will  be  contributed  to  the  non-profit  May 
Fourth  Foundation  for  Democracy,  an 
organization  recently  formed  by  the 
overseas  students. 

According  to  CCBA  president  Henry 
Szeto,  the  money  would  be  contributed  to 
the  Red  Cross  in  China  if  the  student 
movement  ends.  He  said  a  similiar  fund 
drive  was  made  in  the  Chinese  communi¬ 
ty  to  support  China  during  its  war  with 
Japan  in  the  1930’s. 

On  May  29,  an  estimated  3,000 
Chinese  students  and  their  supporters 
gathered  in  front  of  City  Hall  for  a  rally 
to  support  China’s  pro-democracy  stu¬ 
dent  demonstrators.  The  rally  -  in  which

Students  mourn  for  fallen  students  in  China. 
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d  Student  Wants  to  Teach, | 
Not  ‘Under  a  Dictatorship’

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Sunday  after  hundreds  -perhaps 
thousands  -  of  students  were 
slaughtered  by  the  Chinese 
military  in  Beijing’s  Tiananmen 
Square. 

For  Pei,  a  Ph.D.  candidate  in 
government  at  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity  and  one  of  an  estimated 
27,000  Chinese  students  study¬ 
ing  in  this  country,  his  recent  ac¬ 
tivities  on  behalf  of  his  fellow 
students  in  China  won’t  endear 
him  to  the  Chinese  authorities. 

“Obviously  they  hate  me,”  he 


said  in  a  recent  interview. “They 
hate  me  so  much.  Let  them  hate. 
It  doesn’t  do  them  much  good  in 
terms  of  their  health.” 

According  to  Pei,  the  student 
movement  in  China  has 
developed  from  “a  confluence 
of  various  influences.”  While 
many  people  suggest  that  the 
democracy  movement  in  China 
has  been  heavily  influenced  by 
the  freedoms  Chinese  students 
see  Americans  and  other 
Western  people  enjoying,  Pei

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“You  lay  in  blood,  you  died,  but  the 
Liberation  Army’s  Daily  editorial  said: 
‘It  is  a  glorious  victory  that  was  won 
under  the  command  of  chairman  Deng 
Xiaoping.’’ 

“We  want  the  US  Government  and 
people  all  over  the  world  to  put  pressure 
on  the  Chinese  Government  and  refuse  to 
cooperate  with  its  barbaric  leaders.” 

“You  died,  you  left  us.  You  died  in  the 
dark  before  dawn.  Moved  by  your  ex¬ 
amples,  we’ll  carry  on  your  unfinished 
cause.  We  will  protest.  We  will  fight.” 

The  students  also  drew  up  a  resolution 
in  the  form  of  a  fifteen  point  letter  to  the 
people  of  China,  calling  for,  among  other 
things,  the  overthrow  of  the  current 
government.  The  letter  also  called  on  all 
world  governments  to  refuse  to  recognize 
the  Chinese  government  and  urged  the 
Chinese  people  to  mount  a  general  strike. 
It  also  urged  Chinese  farmers  to  refuse  to 
sell  grain  to  the  regime. 

In  addition,  the  students  called  on  the 
military  to  overthrow  the  “facist”  regime 
and  called  for  the  organization  of  new 
political  parties. 

The  students  also  urged  the  formation 
of  new  underground  political  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  asked  that  officials  of  the 
Chinese  consulate  disassociate 
themselves  from  the  regime.  They  also 
called  on  the  US  Government  to  impose 
sanctions  against  the  Chinese  government 
and  called  on  Chinese  people  from 
around  the  world  to  unite  behind  them. 

Also  addressing  the  students  were  Sen. 
John  Kerry  and  Boston  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn.  “The  people  of  Boston  will  stand 
with  you,”  said  Flynn,  who  added  that  he 
would  urge  the  US  Conference  of  mayors 
in  South  Carolina  this  week  to  break  off 
economic  and  diplomatic  relations  with 
China  till  action  was  taken  to  resolve  the 
current  violations  of  human  rights.

Washington  D.C.  on  Monday  to 
demonstrate  at  the  Capitol  and  at  the 
Chinese  Embassy.  Luo  Zhexi,  a  post¬ 
doctoral  researcher  in  Zoology  at  Har¬ 
vard  University,  said  he  and  other 
Chinese  students  organized  the  event  the 
previous  night  after  hearing  about  the  stu¬ 
dent  massacre  in  Beijing.  “They  were 
angry,”  he  said  of  his  fellow  students. 
“They  want  to  show  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment  that  they  cannot  get  away  this  in¬ 
credible  crime.” 

He  said  that  the  students  were  “not 
necessarily  anti-communist,  anti-Chinese 
government,”  but  that  they  wanted  to  see 
the  overthrow  of  the  current  leaders, 
whose  senior  leader  Deng  Xiaoping  is 
“more  than  80  years  old  and  absolutely 
out  of  touch  with  the  Chinese  people.” 

The  students  also  composed  a  letter  to 
be  delivered  to  President  George  Bush. 
“Tens  of  thousands  of  government 
troops,  armed  with  assault  rifles, 
machine  guns  and  tanks,  systematically 
and  indiscriminately  shot,  slaughtered 
and  maimed  tens  of  thousands  of  unarm¬ 
ed  students  and  civilians  in  the  streets  of 
Beijing,”  the  letter  read. 


“Soldiers  piled  up  up  hundreds  of 
bodies  in  Tiananmen  Square  and  set  them 
on  fire.  Troops  forced  their  way  into 
hospitals  and,  at  gunpoint,  prevented 
doctors  and  nurses  from  treating  the 
wounded,”  it  continued. 

“The  peaceful  demonstrators  in  Beij¬ 
ing  who  were  shot  in  cold  blood  by 
machine-gun  fire  were  demanding  the 
most  basic  and  fundamental  rights  -  the 
freedom  of  speech  and  the  right  to  govern 
themselves.  These  values  and  rights  are 
the  hallmarks  of  the  civilized  human 
communities  in  the  world  today.” 

“The  time  has  come  for  the  entire 
civilized  world  to  speak  out  and  condemn 
this  most  barbaric  pre-mediated  massacre 
in  modem  history.  The  time  has  come  for 
the  American  people  to  speak  out  and 
condemn  the  facist  butchers  in  Beijing.” 

“The  time  has  come  for  the  American 
government,  in  expressing  the  will  of  its 
people,  to  condemn  and  impose  severe 
sanctions  against  the  facist  regime  in  Bei¬ 
jing.  The  time  has  come  for  the  people  all 
over  the  world  to  support  the  heroic 
Chinese  people  struggling  for  freedom, 
democracy  and  human  rights.”

students  from  New  England  universities 
heard  numerous  speakers  -  was  followed 
by  a  march  down  Tremont  Street  to 
Chinatown,  then  through  downtown  to 
the  the  section  of  Boston  Common  facing 
the  State  House. 

In  the  last  two  months,  students  in  Beij¬ 
ing  and  other  Chinese  cities  have  held 
massive  demonstrations  calling  for  more 
democracy,  an  end  to  official  corruption 
and  a  free  press  in  China.  In  recent  weeks 
there  have  been  fears  that  the  Chinese 
government  would  use  the  army  to  mount 
an  all-out  effort  to  remove  the  students 
from  Tiananamen  Square. 

The  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  state’s  con¬ 
gressional  delegation  asks  that  they  “pass 
a  resolution  and  convey  it  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  People’s  Republic  of  China  to 
urge  the  Chinese  government  to  refrain 
from  using  any  force  against  the 
demonstration  by  the  students  and  the 
general  populous  and  to  open  dialogue 
with  the  demonstrators.” 

“The  situation  is  very  serious,”  said 
Gong  Xiaoxia,  a  graduate  student  in 
sociology  at  Harvard  University  who 
spoke  at  the  CCBA  meeting.  She  said  that 
the  students  in  Beijing  need  financial  sup¬ 
port  to  purchase  printing  equipment  and 
food,  among  other  things,  and  need  infor¬ 
mation  from  overseas  because  what  they 
receive  through  the  tightly-controlled 
Chinese  press  is  inadequate. 

“I  think  right  now  the  American 
citizens  can  write  to  their  congressmen, 
their  seantors  to  ask  the  US  Government 
to  condemn  the  Chinese  Government,” 
she  said. 

Gong  said  that  the  students  in  the 
Boston  area  were  able  to  stay  in  touch 
with  their  fellow  students  in  Beijing  with 
the  help  of  free  telephone  lines  made 
available  to  them  by  die  Walker  Center 
for  Ecumenical  Exchange,  an  interna¬ 
tional  study  center  in  Newton.  The 
students,  however,  have  had  to  discon¬ 
tinue  use  of  the  phones  there  because  of 
the  escalating  cost  of  the  calls,  said  Pei 
Minxin,  a  student  activist. 

While  Gong  said  that  the  students  were 
not  urging  the  overthrow  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party  in  China,  she  said  they  were 
calling  for  the  resignations  of  Li  Peng, 
China’s  Prime  Minister,  and  Deng 
Xiaoping,  China’s  senior  leader,  because

Council  Approves  Two  Downtown  Projects 


The  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  has 
agreed  to  approve  two  major 
downtown  projects  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  the  developers  even¬ 
tually  work  out  with  the  Council 
the  details  of  their  proposed 
benefit  packages. 

Council  moderator  William 
Moy  said  the  Council  approved 
the  Campeau  Corp.’s  Boston 
Crossing  project  ana  F.D.  Rich 
and  A.W.  Perry’s  Com¬ 
monwealth  Center  project  at  the 
request  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
which  wanted  Chinatown  ap¬ 
proval  before  it  votes  to  allow 
the  projects  to  move  forward  at 

its  June  15  board  meeting. 

“We’re  going  to  support  both 
of  them,”  said  Moy,  “but  with 
the  provision  that  they  will  work 
with  the  council  to  finalize  then- 
benefit  packages.”  Moy  said  the 
Council  wanted  more  concrete 
details  of  the  benefit  packages 
but  that  it  was  satisfied  overall 
with  the  proposals. 


In  a  related  matter,  a  comment 
in  the  Boston  Globe  by  the 
Campeau  Corp.’s  Lenard  Mc- 
Quarrie  raised  some  eyebrows  in 
Chinatown  and  offered  a  glimp¬ 
se  into  the  way  at  least  one 
developer  might  view  the  city’s 
linkage  program.  McQuarrie 
was  quoted  as  saying  that  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  benefits 
package  “milked  the  last  drop 
out  of  us.” 

“If  you  take  it  at  face  value,  I 
suppose  it  is  upsetting,”  said 
Moy.  But,  he  added,  “Most  of 
these  developers  are  out  to  make 
money  and  you  really  can’t 
blame  them... They ’re  being 
forced  to  do  this.” 

“He  shouldn’t  have  said  what 
he  said,”  said  George  Joe,  the 
council’s  executive  director. 
“We  haven’t  been  milking 
anybody  to  any  last  drop.” 

“We’re  not  against  them,” 
said  Joe,  who  earlier  had  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  benefit  packages 
needed  to  be  more  specific.  “If 
they  don’t  get  off  the  ground,  we 


don’t  get  off  the  ground.  All 
we’re  looking  for  is  concrete  in¬ 
formation.” 

Campeau ’s  Boston  Crossing 
project  includes  the  construction 
of  two  new  office  buildings,  the 
redesign  of  Lafayette  Place  and 
Jordan  Marsh  and  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  Bloomingdale’s  depart¬ 
ment  store.  It  will  provide  $3 
million  in  jobs  linkage  money 
and  $15  million  in  housing 
linkage. 

While  Campeau  has  proposed 
that  Chinatown  receive  the  $15 
million  in  housing  linkage,  the 
city’s  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust 
would  decide  where  the  jobs 
linkage  money  would  be  spent. 
Campeau,  however,  suggests 
that  at  least  some  of  it  would  be 
earmarked  for  Chinatown. 

Campeau  also  suggests  that 
the  jobs  linkage  money  be  used 
to  fund  English  as  a  Second 
Language  (ESL)  courses  and 
that  it  will  develop  a  Retail  Jobs 
Academy  to  train  entry-level 
retail  workers.  The  firm  also 


says  that  it  will  organize  a 
number  of  small  business 
workshops,  as  well  as  a 
marketing  plan  to  make  the 
Boston  Crossing  project  accessi¬ 
ble  to  Chinatown  business  peo¬ 
ple. 

In  addition,  Campeau  said  it 
will  strive  to  insure  that  50  per¬ 
cent  of  the  project’s  construction 
work  hours  be  set  aside  for 
Boston  residents  and  25  percent 
for  minorities. 

The  second  major  project, 
F.D.  Rich  and  A.W.  Perry’s 
Commonwealth  Center  project, 
includes  the  construction  of  two 
office  buildings,  a  hotel,  as  well 
as  entertainment,  retail  and 
cultural  space  on  a  site  enclosed 
by  Tremont,  Boylston,  and 
Washington  streets. 

The  developers  are  proposing 
$8  million  in  housing  linkage 
money  to  fund  an  unspecified 
housing  project  in  Chinatown, 
and  $1.6  million  in  jobs  linkage 
-  possibly  for  ESL  courses, 
also  suggest  that  the  project’s 
parking  garage  may  be  available

to  Chinatown  residents  at  reduc¬ 
ed  rates  nights  and  weekends. 

The  developers  also  say  they 
will  attempt  to  recruit  Asian 
businesses  for  the  project  as  well 
as  develop  small  business 
workshops  for  Asian  en¬ 
trepreneurs.  In  addition,  they 
propose  to  fund  a  Chinatown 
child  care  facility  as  well  as  set 
aside  jobs  linkage  money  to  train 
child  care  workers. 

In  a  related  matter,  a  third  ma¬ 
jor  developer, 

Metropolitan/Columbia  Plaza 
Venture,  is  providing  $3.5 
million  in  housing  linkage  to 
Chinatown,  and  $750,000  in 
jobs  linkage  funds  as  part  of  the 
city’s  first  Parcel-to  Parcel 
Linkage  Program.  An  equal 
amount  in  linkage  would  go  to 
Roxbury. 

The  developers  will  also 
follow  the  Boston  Resident  Jobs 
Ordinance  that  requires  50  per¬ 
cent  of  employee  job  hours  be 
worked  by  Boston  residents,  25 
percent  by  minorities  and  10 
percent  by  women.  An  effort 
will  also  be  made  to  employ 
Chinatown  residents  in  the  pro¬ 
ject,  which  will  be  built  on  the 
current  site  of  the  Kingston- 
Bedford  parking  garage. 

The  developers  will  also 
establish  a  community  develop¬ 
ment  fund  to  be  used  for  com¬ 
munity  business  expansion, 
housing,  social  services  and 
other  community  projects.  The 
amount  to  be  available  in 
Chinatown  from  the  fund  will 
depend  on  a  number  of  factors. 
The  developers  will  also  con¬ 
tribute  a  child  care  facility  in 
Chinatown  for  200  children. 

While  the  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil  made  few  comments  when 
the  benefits  packages  were 
presented.  Council  member 
Robert  Guen  questioned 
Campeau  officials  on  whether 
more  professional  jobs  would  be 
available  to  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty. 

Guen  noted  that  while 
Chinatown  demands  that  the 
New  England  Medical  Center 
and  Tufts  University  address 
community  issues,  it  has  never 
really  sought  a  similiar  commit¬ 
ment  from  nearby  retail  in¬ 
stitutions.  He  said  that  the  major 
retail  institutions  such  as  Jordan 
Marsh  and  Filenes  should 
“become  more  aware  of  the  sur¬ 
rounding  community .  ’  ’

said  that  the  need  for  democracy 
in  China  has  grown  from  the 
students  themselves,  as  a 
response  to  an  oppressive 
government.  “I  wouldn’t  call 
them  Western  values,”  he  said. 
“That  would  be  very  arrogant  to 
say  that.  I  would  call  them 
human  values.” 

In  China,  said  Pei,  there  is 
also  a  long  “student  tradition  of 
participating  in  the  affairs  of 
state.  Students,  he  says,  have 
often  provided  “moral  guidance 
and  political  advice  for  rulers. 
And  when  rulers  violate  this 
law,  this  rule,”  he  adds,  “in¬ 
tellectuals  are  obligated  to  speak 
up.” 

Moreover,  he  says,  students 
have  witnessed  the  shortcomings 


of  communism  as  a  “form  of 
government”  and  “a  way  of 
life”  and  have  seen  the  success 
of  other  Asian  economies-  those 
of  Japan,  South  Korea,  Hong 
Kong,  and  Singapore  -  operating 
under  non-communist  govern¬ 
ments.  And  while  China  has 
made  progress  under  com¬ 
munism  in  the  last  decade,  Pei 
believes  that  it  has  now  reached 
its  limit,  and  that  it  will  stagnate 
without  the  infusion  of  greater 
political  and  economic  freedom. 

The  real  concern  of  the 
students,  he  says,  is  oppression 
-“Totalitarian  excesses  like  the 
Cultural  Revolution,  where  peo¬ 
ple  live  in  a  state  of  permanent 
fear,  where  terror  rules.  It  has 
taken  a  huge  toll  on  the  people,” 
he  says. 

When  the  Communist  Party 
gained  power  in  China  in  1949 


there  was,  says  Pei,  a  “new 
sense  of  hope”  for  the  future  -  a 
belief  that  an  oppressive  na¬ 
tionalist  government  had  been 
overthrown.  “The  Chinese  peo¬ 
ple  did  look  to  communism  as  a 
solution,”  he  said.  But,  he  adds, 
that  opinion  has  gradually 
changed  as  the  Communist  Party 
itself  has  become  the  new  ruling 
dictatorship. 

The  failures  of  the  Communist 
Party  are  often  hushed  up,  he 
says.  Pei  points  out  that  under 
Mao  Zedong’s  Great  Leap  For¬ 
ward  of  1958-61,  a  drive  to  in¬ 
stitute  communal  farming  and 
increase  industrial  production 
failed,  with  20  million  people 
dying  in  a  huge  famine  that  the 
government  hid  from  the  world. 
At  the  same  time,  he  says,  Mao 
failed  to  institute  a  family  plann¬ 
ing  program  as  the  nation’s 
population  skyrocketed.

While  the  Chinese  people 
were  for  years  willing  to  make 
sacrifices  under  Communist  rule 
in  the  hope  of  having  a  *  ‘brighter 
future,”  says  Pei,  “you  can 
make  sacrifices  up  to  a  point.” 
The  students,  he  adds,  “don’t 
believe  the  propaganda”  and 
realize  that  the  current  govern¬ 
ment  has  the  same  shortcomings 
as  earlier  ones,  with  the  “same 
kind  of  oppression,  cruelty,  and 
lack  of  freedom.” 

Pei  says  students  are  also  in¬ 
censed  over  official  corruption. 
Government  officials,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  will  “give  themselves  three 
bedrooms  and  give  you  a  half  a 
bedroom  to  live  in,”  he  says. 
And  while  the  average  citizen 
would  have  difficulty  traveling 
abroad,  officials  would  be 
allowed  to  leave  the  country  at 
will,  returning  from  their  travels 
with  consumer  goods 
unavailable  to  the  average 
citizen.  And  if  a  citizen  wanted 


to  change  jobs,  he  adds,  he 
would  have  to  bribe  an  official  to 
receive  permission. 

Of  major  importance  to  the 
students  now,  says  Pei,  is  forc¬ 
ing  the  government  to  allow  a 
free  press.  With  a  free  press,  he 
explains,  “the  power  of  public 
opinion”  would  be  quick  to 
question  the  “dubious 
arguments”  of  the  government. 

“First  you  have  freedom,  then 
you  have  democracy,”  said  Pei, 
who  added:  “We  want  freedom 
first,”  and  perhaps  “multi¬ 
party”  elections  would  develop 
from  that.”  Although  Chinese 
students  have  said  they  did  not 
want  to  overthrow  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party,  Pei  suggests  that 
“that  was  said  really  as  a  tactic 
in  an  effort  to  appease 
moderates.’’  He  added, 
however,  that  “there  are  healthy 
forces  within  the  Communist 
Party,”  such  as  party  general

Group  Seeks  Historic  Status  for  Cemetery 


In  a  far  comer  of  the  city’s 
Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  there  is  a 
section  of  small  white  stones, 
many  of  them  tilted  to  the  left  or 
right,  broken  or  lying  flat  on  the 
ground. 

About  80  years  ago,  says 
David  Wong,  Boston’s  first 
Chinese  immigrants  were  buried 
in  this  graveyard,  most  of  them 
only  temporarily,  since  their  re¬ 
mains  would  eventually  be 
returned  to  family  in  China  for 
final  burial.  Most  of  the  earliest 
Chinese  immigrants,  said 
Wong,  were  men  who  lived  here 
alone  without  their  families. 

Every  8-10  years,  says  Wong, 
the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  (CCBA) 
would  arrange  to  have  the  re¬ 
mains  sent  to  China.  To  pay  for 
the  shipping,  money  would  often 
be  collected  in  the  community, 
Wong  said. 

Although  the  practice  was 
eventually  discontinued  at  the 


start  of  the  Second  World 
War,  Chinese  immigrants  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  buried  in  Mt.  Hope 
plots  in  later  years.  The 
graveyard,  however,  has  since 
fallen  into  disrepair.  To  improve 
the  condition  of  the  oldest  of  Mt. 
Hope’s  three  Chinese  sections, 
Wong  and  others  in  the  Chinese 
community  are  seeking  funds  to 
renovate  the  site. 

“I  hope  the  city  can  preserve 
this  place  as  an  historical 
place,”  said  Wong  in  a  recent 
tour  of  the  Chinese  cemetery. 
“It’s  part  of  Chinese  culture, 
part  of  Chinese  history.” 

Although  many  Chinese  are 
now  buried  at  the  nearby  Forest 
Hills  Cemetery,  where  the 
grounds  are  well-kept  and  the 
stones  much  newer  and  larger, 
Chinese  continue  to  be  buried  in 
Mt.  Hope  as  well. 

Wong  said  he  was  still  unsure 
where  die  money  to  pay  for  the 
renovation  could  be  found,  but 
he  suggested  that  a  combination

of  city  and  private  help  would 
probably  be  sought.  He  also  sug¬ 
gested  that  individuals  might 
donate  materials  and  labor  to 
upgrade  the  cemetery. 

As  part  of  the  renovations, 


gravestones  would  be  fixed  and 
a  fireplace  for  burning  paper 
money  and  an  incense  burner 
would  be  rebuilt.  “In  the 
Chinese  tradition,  people  really 
care  about  their  ancesters,”  said 


Wong. 

Touring  the  cemetery  with 
Wong  was  Kuang-Hui  Thoi,  a 
sculptor  who  recendy  arrived 
here  from  Guangzhu,  China. 
Thoi  was  trying  to  identify  a  site 
where  a  statute  to  commemorate 
the  early  Chinese  immigrants 
could  be  placed.  He  said  that  a 
small  hill  overlooking  the 
cemetery  would  be  the  best  loca¬ 
tion,  especially  because  the 
statue  would  both  face  the 
graveyard  and  face  south,  which 
is  an  important  requirement  in 
Chinese  tradition  when  building 
a  house  and  other  structures. 

Yon  Lee,  the  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Neighborhood  Services’ 
Chinese  liaison,  said  the  city 
will  be  studying  the  possibility 
of  making  the  site  an  historical 
landmark,  and  of  seeking  fun¬ 
ding  from  the  Brown  Fund,  a 
private  trust  chaired  by  the 
mayor,  to  help  renovate  it. 

R.O. 
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secretary  Zhao  Ziyang,  who  has 
reportedly  been  stripped  of 
power. 


While  Pei  suggests  that  the 
idea  of  communism  “as  a  form 
of  utopia  might  still  be  useful,” 
he  adds  that  the  current  brand  of 
Marxism/Leninism  that  has  in¬ 
fluenced  Chinese  communism 
has  failed. 

Lenin  developed  a  theory  of 
the  state  that  subverted  personal 
freedoms  and  in  effect  the 


original  idea  of  communism,  he 
suggests,  adding  that  the  social 
deomocractic  parties  of  Western 
Europe  are  closer  to  the  spirit  of 
true  communism  than  what  ex¬ 
ists  in  China  today. 

The  China  of  the  future,  Pei 
suggests,  could  involve  a  com¬ 
bination  of  “state  ownership 
managed  by  private  free  enter¬ 
prise”  with  a  “social  welfare 


net”  in  place.  Pei  notes  that  as 
material  goods  became  more 
available  in  China  in  recent 
years,  a  “materialistic  mania” 
developed,  though  it  has  now 
been  replaced  by  “democratic 
idealism.”  While  he  suggests 
that  “materialism”  has  its  short¬ 
comings  -  “You  quickly  get 
disillusioned  with  what  you 
possess”  -  he  adds  that  “it  might 


be  an  inevitable  part  of  this 
development.  Otherwise,”  he 
adds,  “without  materialism,  I 
don’t  think  people  would  work 
too  hard.” 

Perhaps  the  most  hated  figure 
of  the  students  is  Prime  Minister 
Li  Peng.  “First  of  all  he’s  not  a

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AIDS  among  Asians  Rising  at  a  High 
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Rate 


Anyone  can  get  AIDS.  Men, 
women,  and  children  of  all  ages, 
races,  and  sexual  preferences 
have  gotten  AIDS.  The  number 
of  Asian/Pacific  persons  who 
get  AIDS  is  doubling  every 
year.  It  is  rising  at  a  higher  rate 
than  among  Whites,  Blacks  or 
Latinos. 

Currently,  there  are  486 
Asian/Pacific  people  in  the 
United  States  that  have  gotten 
AIDS  (AIDS  Weekly 
Surveillance  Report,  Center  for 
Disease  Control,  12/26/88)  and 
many  of  them  have  died.  There 
are  even  more  who  are  infected 
with  the  virus  and  may  not  even 
know  it. 

Since  1981,  AIDS  cases  have 
been  reported  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  including  China, 
Taiwan,  Korea,  Philippines, 
Hong  Kong,  Japan,  Malaysia, 
Tonga,  Singapore,  Thailand, 
etc.  We  must  recognize  the  fact 
that  everyone,  including 
Asian/Pacific  people  are  at  risk 
for  AIDS. 

What  is  AIDS?  AIDS  stands 
for  Acquired  Immune  Deficien¬ 
cy  Syndrome.  AIDS  is  an  in¬ 
curable  disease  caused  by  a  virus 
called  Human  Immunodeficien¬ 
cy  Virus  (HIV).  HIV  is 
dangerous  because  it  attacks  the 
body’s  immune  system  -  this  im¬ 
mune  system  is  what  protects 
our  body  from  infection. 
Without  a  properly  working  im¬ 
mune  system,  the  body  can 
become  weak  and  unable  to  fight 
off  illnesses. 


When  a  person  becomes  in¬ 
fected  with  HIV  this  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  he  or  she 
will  develop  AIDS.  Some  people 
who  are  infected  with  the  virus 
can  look  and  feel  perfectly 
healthy  for  many  years. 
However,  most  people  will 
develop  some  symptoms  within 
7  years.  It  is  important  to  know 
that  whether  a  person  with  HIV 
infection  has  symptoms  or  not, 
he  or  she  can  spread  the  virus  to 
others.  There  are  several  ex¬ 
perimental  treatments  but  there 
is  presently  no  known  cure  or 
vaccination  for  AIDS.  Once  a 
person  gets  AIDS,  they  have  it 
until  they  die. 

Fortunately,  HIV  is  hard  to 
catch.  This  is  because  the  virus 
dies  quickly  outside  of  the  body. 
This  makes  it  difficult  to  spread

must  get  into  die  bloodstream. 
This  can  happen  in  these  ways: 
1)  by  having  sex  with  an  infected 
person  and  not  using  a  condom 
(Men  can  pass  the  virus  to 
women  and  women  can  pass  the 
virus  to  men)  2)  by  sharing 
needles  when  using  drugs  with 
an  infected  person  3)  from  an  in¬ 
fected  mother  to  her  baby 
through  pregnancy,  at  birth,  or 
possibly  through  breastfeeding. 


and  4)  through  blood  transfu¬ 
sions  (between  1978  and  1985). 
Since  May  1985,  the  United 
States  blood  supply  has  been 
tested  and  is  screened  regularly 
for  HIV.  Knowing  the  modes  of 
transmission,  we  can  avoid  risky 
behavior  and  protect  ourselves. 

There  has  never  been  a 
reported  case  in  which  AIDS  or 
HIV  has  been  transmitted 
through  ordinary  contact  in  a 
family,  work  or  social  setting. 
This  means  that  a  person  cannot 
get  AIDS  from  shaking  hands, 
hugging,  kissing,  being  coughed 
on  or  sneezed  on,  sharing  food 
or  drink  with,  or  working 
alongside  an  infected  person. 
Nor  can  one  get  HIV  or  AIDS 
from  going  to  a  dentist,  riding 
on-  public  buses,  using  public 
toilets  or  using  other  public 
facilities.  Mosquitos  cannot 
transmit  AIDS. 

How  can  you  protect  yourself? 
Learn  the  fact  about  AIDS.  Use 
good  judgement.  Avoid  sharing 
drug  needles.  Know  your  sexual 
partners  well.  Use  condoms 
when  having  sex.  HIV  can 
spread  through  semen,  vaginal 
fluid  or  blood.  Although  con¬ 
doms  are  not  100  percent  effec-

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smart  man  to  begin  with,”  says 
Pei,  who  adds  that  it’s  senior 
leader  “Deng  Xiaoping  who’s 
pulling  the  strings.  Deng  is  us¬ 
ing  him  (Li),”  he  adds.  Pei 
says  that  Deng  “would  have  a 
heart  attack”  at  mention  of  the 
word  democracy,”  and  that 
“he’s  a  warlord  himself.” 

In  recent  weeks,  says  Pei,  the 
American  people  have  stood 
behind  the  Chinese  students. 
“They’re  wonderful,”  he  says. 
“They’re  very  supportive  peo¬ 
ple.”  He  says  many  people  have 
stopped  him  on  the  street  to  ex¬ 
press  admiration  for  China’s 
students. 

Although  he  describes  Presi¬ 
dent  George  Bush  as  a  very 
“cautious  leader,”  he  never¬ 
theless  said,  “He’s  done  what  he 
can  do  without  offending  the 
Chinese  Government.  But  he’s 
already  offended  the  Communist 
Government  by  his  very  mild 
statements.”  The  US,  he  says, 
should  condemn  martial  law, 
urge  the  Chinese  government  to 
renounce  the  use  of  violence  and 
perhaps  initiate  sanctions  against 
the  Chinese  government. 

Asked  if  he  will  return  to 
China  when  he  completes  his 
Ph.D.  in  1992,  Pei  said  only  if 
China  changes.  “I  hope  to  be  a 
professor,”  he  says,  but  I  don’t 
want  to  be  a  professor  under  a 
dictatorship.”

Some  Reflections  on  Community  Planning 


by  Ting-Fun  Yeh 

For  the  last  three  years,  I  have 
been  working  closely  with  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  and  a 
wide  consortium  of  other  com¬ 
munity  leaders,  activists,  and 
major  institutions  on  the  master 
plan  for  Chinatown,  institutional 
land  use,  and  other  downtown 
development  projects  requiring 
substantial  community  participa¬ 
tion. 

Being  a  community  member, 
a  neighborhood  advocate,  and  a 
city  planner,  I  have  had  the  good 
fortune  to  come  face-to-face 
with  the  many  different  aspects 
of  community  participation  and 
the  intricate  relationships  bet¬ 
ween  various  interest  groups  in 
the  neighborhood;  between  the 
neighborhood  and  the  institu¬ 
tions;  'between  neighborhood 
and  neighborhood;  and  between 
the  neighborhood  and  the  city. 

As  we  now  enter  the  final 
phase  of  reviewing  and  adopting 
the  master  plan  and  zoning 
amendments  for  Chinatown,  it 
seems  like  an  appropriate  time  to 
stand  back  and  pause  for  reflec¬ 
tion.  By  sharing  these  thoughts 
with  the  readers  of  Sampan,  I 
hope  to  stimulate  a  candid 
diologue  that  will  lead  to  a  better 
understanding  of  the  still  evolv¬ 
ing  art/science  of  community 
participation. 

The  debates  and  controversies 
surrounding  community  par¬ 
ticipation  in  city  planning  and 
design  originated  when  com¬ 
munities  first  took  an  active  role 
in  the  process  in  the  1960’s. 
Many  of  the  classic  points  of 
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Tyler  Street  in  Chinatown. 


contention  have  been  accen¬ 
tuated  in  the  case  of  Chinatown. 

This  is  due  in  part  to  the 
magnitude  and  complexity  of  the 
planning  and  development  issues 
confronted  by  the  community,  as 
well  as  the  the  extraordinary 
timing  of  events.  In  recent 
years,  many  major  endeavors 
have  converged  in  an  extremely 
short  span  of  time  -  all  with 
serious  near-  and  long-term  im¬ 
plications  for  Chinatown.  Both 
factors  add  to  the  inherent 
challenge  or  difficulty  of  carry¬ 
ing  out  city  planning  and 
development  within  a 
democratic  framework.  Often¬ 
times,  city  planning  and  design 
cannot  be  based  on  undisputed 
and  quantifiable  criteria,  but 
rather  relies  on  persuasion,  con¬ 
sensus,  compromise  -  in  short, 
politics. 

Equally  significant  are  the 
fundamental  issues  related  to  the

institutional  form  of  community 
participation:  the  public-private- 
community  infrastructure,  the 
distribution  of  power,  and  the 
allocation  of  resources/exper¬ 
tise/knowledge/information.  As 
a  working  class  immigrant 
neighborhood,  and  an  extended 
cultural,  political,  and  business 
community,  Chinatown  adds  an 
extra  dimension  to  the  par¬ 
ticipatory  process.  In 
Chinatown,  the  effort  to  involve 
the  community  in  city  planning 
and  development  is  also  burden¬ 
ed  by  the  lack  of  a  credible 
precedence  and  a  long  trail  of 
failures  of  public  trust. 

Putting  aside,  for  the  moment, 
complex  questions  that  often 
defy  simple  answers  j  I  would  in¬ 
stead  like  to  focus  on  one  small 
but  crucial  element:  an  ingrained 


antagonism  that  feeds  on 
mistrust  and  stereotyping.  Not 
that  the  antagonism  is  totally 
groundless  or  useless  -  often  it 
underlines  the  differences  in  in¬ 
terests,  ideologies,  and 
philosophies  among  the  various 
parties,  and  to  that  extent 
becomes  an  effective  tool  in 
leveraging  input  and  influencing 
the  quality  of  the  outcome. 

However,  as  we  try  to  develop 
effective  and  meaningful  par¬ 
ticipation,  I  find  less  and  less 
room  for  the  kind  of  entrenched 
antagonism  that  erects  barriers 
among  parties,  that  constricts 
our  minds  and  spirit  in  an 
endeavor  that  needs  both.  It 
distorts  our  judgement  and 
worse,  diminishes\pur  ability  to 
share  burdens,  \  optimize 
resources,  explore  new 
possibilities,  and  make  progress 
individually  and  collectively. 

The  pain,  anger  and  mistrust 
that  has  accumulated  in  a 
30-year  struggle  by  the  com¬ 
munity  against  the  institutions, 
the  city  planners,  and  highway 
builders  cannot  be  easily  erased. 
Nevertheless,  we  should  not  be 
held  hostage  to  history,  but  look 
upon  it  as  a  resource  and  a 
lesson  not  to  be  forgotten. 

We  still  have  a  ways  to  go  in 
gamering  public  and  private 
resources,  making  headway  in 
the  political  hierarchy,  and  ob¬ 
taining  better  tools  and  more  ef¬ 
fective  ways  to  advance  mean¬ 
ingful  community  participation. 
At  the  same  time,  we  should  not

lose  sight  of  the  few  but  signifi¬ 
cant  strides  we  have  made  in  a 
relatively  short  time,  such  as 
stopping  the  600-car  garage  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  institutions;  in¬ 
itiating  the  Chinatown  Housing 
Improvement  Program,  with  the 
planned  development  of  261 
units  of  housing  on  the  R3/R3a 
site;  designating  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council  as 
the  redeveloper  of  the  Oak  Street 
site;  planning  for  a  community 
center  on  the  Oak/Ash/Nassau 
Street  site;  and  masterplanning 
for  the  Hinge  Block  adjoining 
Chinatown  and  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District. 

The  community-based  master 
plan  and  rezoning  study  would 
not  have  been  possible  without 
the  hard  work  and  commitment 
of  the  original  and  the  present 
neighborhood  councils,  along 
with  a  host  of  other  dedicated 
community  members.  The  un¬ 
precedented  joint  effort  by  the 
community  and  the  city  in 
developing  the  master  plan 
would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  foresight  and  con¬ 
fidence  of  the  community, 
which  has  been  willing  to 
take  risks  and  break  new  ground. 

Time  and  again,  a  productive 
working  relationship  that 
bridges  over  differences  and 
conflicts,  and  builds  on  mutual 
respect,  strength,  and  good  faith 
will  be  challenged.  For  those  of 
us  who  chose  to  take  part  in  a 
necessarily  messy  and  pro¬ 
tracted  process,  we  need  to  draw 
on  constructive  criticism,  effec¬ 
tive  communication,  and  a  com¬ 
mon  commitment  to  learn  and 
improve  as  we  progress.  After 
all,  to  build  a  city  that  thrives  on 
the  vitality  of  its  diverse 
neighborhoods,  or  to  build  a 
neighborhood  that  draws  from 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  city 
are  by  no  means  two  mutually 
exclusive  tasks. 

“One  can’t  be,  shouldn’t 
be,  a  purist  about  a 
political  act  that  involves 
hundreds  of  thousands  of

of  their  decision  to  call  in  the  military  to 
stop  the  demonstrations  and  their  failure 
to  support  student  demands  for  greater 
political  freedom  in  China. 

At  the  City  Hall  rally,  about  three  thou¬ 
sand  students  gathered  in  the  plaza,  car¬ 
rying  signs  and  chanting  slogans  calling 
for  Li’s  ouster  as  Prime  Minister  and 
Deng’s  ouster  as  senior  leader.  “The 
Chinese  people  have  spoken,  the  dictator¬ 
ship  must  go,”  said  Pei,  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  at  Harvard  University  who  address¬ 
ed  the  students. 

Yon  Lee,  the  mayor’s  liaison  to  the 


Chinese  Community,  urged  that  the 
Chinese  government  recognize  that  the 
“mandate  to  rule”  must  also  be  the 
“mandate  of  the  people.”  And  the 
CCBA’s  Szeto  noted  that  while  the  US 
Government  often  talks  about  human 
rights  around  the  world  it  has  not  been 
“doing  anything  about  China.”  He  also 
called  on  “our  American  friends”  to  lend 
their  support  to  the  current  student  move¬ 
ment. 

In  an  unprecented  event,  Chinese 
students  marched  through  the  streets  of 
Boston,  with  the  line  of  students  stret¬ 
ching  for  two  or  more  blocks.  While  most 
of  the  American  observers  stood  by  and 
watched  without  any  noticable  reaction, 
some  waved  their  hands  in  support  from 


the  street  or  from  the  open  windows  of 
buildings  overhead. 

Michael  Wong,  president  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Association  of  Chinese  Americans, 
Boston  Chapter,  said  he  believed  it  was 
the  first  time  Chinese  Americans  were 
seeking  congressional  support  for  an 
issue  involving  China. 

He  said  that  while  “obviously  the  US 
Government  isn’t  going  to  get  involved,” 
he  said  the  group  was  seeking  govern¬ 
ment  support  on  “humanitarian  grounds. 
There  shouldn’t  be  any  use  of  force,”  he 
added,  explaining  that  there  was  real  fear 
of  bloodshed. 

The  group  also  made  a  point  of  not 
making  statements  based  on  ideological 
grounds  -  for  example,  communist  versus 


non-communist.  Turning  it  into  an 
ideological  issue  would  “only  encourage 
hardliners,”  said  Wong. 

“In  here  we  don’t  talk  politics,  we  just 
care  about  people,”  said  Szeto. 

Meanwhile,  the  Coordination  Council 
for  North  American  Affairs,  the 
organization  representing  the  Taiwan 
Government  in  the  US  and  in  Boston  has 
not  been  visibly  active  in  support  of  the 
student  movement.  “I  believe  they  are 
not  in  a  position  to  say  anything  or  do 
anything,”  said  Szeto. 

About  $3,600  was  contributed  to  the 
students  at  the  CCBA  meeting,  according 
to  Bing  Wong,  board  chairman  of  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil.  Pei  said  that  so  far  about  $35,000  has 
been  contributed  to  the  May  Fourth' 
Foundation  for  Democracy.  -R.O.
